The coffins are of rude workman­ 
ship; they are made of spruce and 
thickly coated with tar. 
The identifi­ 
cation num bers of the patients are 
marked with white paint. 
As coffin after coffin is brought to 
the chapel, th** women who have gath­ 
ered th e re , singling out the numbers, 
betray frantic grief. 
In some cases 
a mad struggle is made to wrench off 
the lids and snatch a last look at the 
dead. 
The scarcity' of grave-diggers has 
caused a painful delay in the past few 
days. 150 coffins containing bodies now 
being stored in the adjoining wood 
shed. 
Some of the m ourners have 
been waiting their turn for several 
days. 
The Reeh r* ports a case in which a 
cabman made the rounds of all the 
hospitals last night with a cholera pa­ 
tient. who was refused admission at 
all of them.
